The 
records: tell us, however, that he was a 
daring Breton sailor whose home was in 
St. Malo, ‘It was from this port in 1534 
that he set sail to the westward hoping to 
find a short and easy western route to thé 
fabled riches of Cathay. It was the same 
‘hope, the same dream, which had inspired 
jumbus in his voyage to the New World. 
‘But Columbus reckoned only on an unin- 
ited sea voyage, whereas Jacques| 
ler knew from the experience of Co- 
Jombus, Verranzo and others that a great 
Jand mass barred the way. It was 
purpose to find a passage through _ this| 
great unknéwn tract. — With two ships 
and sixty men he sailed from St. Malo on 
April 20 and reached the coast of New- 
foundland or May 10, a remarkably rapid 
pamaee those times. The carefully- 
ept ship's journal gives a detailed ac- 
count of the tedious passage through the 
Straits of Belle Isle and the gulf of St. 
‘Lawrence. It is rather curious that 
igeqaes Cartier on the first occasion sailed 
southward across the Guif of St. Law- 
rence without discovering the mighty river 
which emptied into it, making it*the key 
to a vast continent.

LAST OLD DAM 
DISAPPEARING 


New Concrete Dam at 
Lock 22 on Trent 
Canal 


Peterboro, July 9—The work of 
constructing the new concrete dam 
at Lock 2, about mile above Nas- 
sau, on the Trent Canal system is 
rapidly nearing completion and 
with the exception of the removal 
of the olé dam and a few minor 
operations of grading and sloping of 
banks the splendid new structure 
should be nvallable for controlling 
the river about the middle of this 
month, 
‘The new dam replaces the last. 
of the old timber and stone. dams 
that formerly studded the river. The 
old dam is more than 30 years old 
and was formerly an important unit 
in Peterboro’s power enterprise, 
supply electrical energy for the 
lol _Otonabee Power Company. 
‘The new structure is of concrete 
reinforced with steel. It consists of 








built two abutments ‘and nine piers, 
carried across approximately 240 
feet of river at that point, Between 
the plers and abutments there are 
nine slulces for controlling the flow 
of the river, and one sluice built to 
handle logs that may be brought 
‘down as a drive. Over these plers 
and abutments there is a concrete 
slab or platform, 20 feet wide run- 
ping the whole length of the dam. 

Into the . construction of this 
strong dam went the following ma- 
terials; 4.250 cuble yards of con- 
crete; 37,600 sacks of cement: 45.- 
000 pounds of reinforced steel. and 
85,000 pounds of structural steel in 
piers, logs and rails.

"tthe Fairbridge Farm School is the cry- 

stallization of an idea which originated 

with the late Mr. Kingsley Fairbridge, a 

Rhodes scholar from Rhodesia who set- 

stled in’ Western Australia. He conceived 

ithe plan of establishing 2 farm school 
there where children from Great Britain 
could be taught the elements of farming 

—the boys being educated for farm, work 

cand-the girls.for housework. He ‘estab- 

lished his first farm at Fairbridge, in 

West Australia, eighteen years ago. Since 

then over one thousand children, girls and 

‘ : boys, have been sent from England to this 
school, and only six have been sent back 
to the Old Country as unsuitable. | Of 
those who have already “made good” in 

Australian life, not one has been out of 

work during the long period of depression. 

‘It is also the only form of emigration that 

has not been affected in any way by depres- 

rion. Last year there were over one 
thousand applications by Australian’ em- 
ployers for the hundred children whose 
terms were up and who were due to leave 
the school. 

“The children Jeave England at the age 
of ten, on the average, and they are kept 

-at the school for five years. They are or- 

phans or children without proper homes, 

but they are emphatically not the dregs 
and weeds of the slum population. The 
greatest care is taken to ensure that they 
are.all fundamentally sound. 

“The main feature of the Fairbridge 
plan isto ‘catch ’em young.’ It is felt that 
if children are sent to one of the Dominions 
when young, so that they. can grow. up 
there, the probability of their becoming 

-g0bd citizens is much greater than it would 

be if they were to be sent out after they 

-had grown up into manhood and woman- 

hood, with fixed ideas. - That is a theory 

1 with ‘which we heartily concur. When 
H the time comes for us o renew immigra- 

tion, this is the type of immigration we 

should prefer to see developed. Boys 
} and girls who come here at the age of ten 
} are naturally far more adaptable to a new 

life than people who have come to adult 
age and whose ideas and prejudices are 
more or less ‘set.” 

S‘As to the cost, this is defrayed in part 
by. public subscriptions and in part. by 
grants both from the British Government 
and from the Dominion in which the 
Schools are established. Our contribution 
for a time can be no more than nomi 
The development of the scheme in this 
country will be watched with the closest 
interest by all who are concerned in secur- 
ing for the future of Canada the right type 
of emigrants from the Old Country to settle 
here and become good loyal Canadians.

They 
took up the cudgels for the boys and girls 
who had faced a question which was put 
to the entrance applicants. 

“During the month of May 5 boys at- 
tended school as follows: 16 days, 21 
days, 1 days, 18 days, 20 days. Give to 
one decimal ‘point-the average daily at- 
tendance of these days.” 

‘And the correct answer Ottawa examin- 
ers of the papers snid was 4.2 but they also 
allowed 18.8 as correct. 

If those Ottawa examiners did not stop 
to look at a calendar how could they have 
Known that May had 22 school days? Or 
pertaps they worked back from the 
month of June to find 22 school days in 
May.. It does seem manifestly unfair that 
children should be put to a test like that 
and that the people should be paying 
people for setting such examination papers 
and such examiners for reading them and 
Keeping their children at school to be face, 
with such a test as that. The strange 
thing is, how did the ten per cent. of the 
Ottawa children think that the examiner 
wanted to divide the total number of days 
attended by the boys by the total number 
of school days in May? 

To the man of common sense and that 
is the man who counts, not the person 
who sets trick questions, ‘the answer is 
18.8 days. Six hundred Toronto children 
invone city all answered 18.8, 

Tests must he fair. Of course it is 
easily seen by those who know or who are 
used to trick questions that the “month of 
May” was injected with a purpose to catch 
the unwary. Then why pick May with 
Victoria Day, a holiday, a double trick?

Germans who are used to oppression and 
submetging of themselves under the dom-| 
ination of former Kaisers and others, dare 
not open their mouths in protest at the 
Hitler purge of blood. - .

“achieve several “hings, liberty and recov-' 
fery from the woes of the past’ twenty 
years and the evil-leadership of several 
generations. 

Germany does not know liberty yet, that 

“is clear in the extravagance and excesses 
of those who come into power. In English: 
japeakiog: countries such examples are ab- 
sent.- Britain has found the key of_pro- 
gressive development and of liberty. 

Germany is unfortunate in that’ her 
People do not seem to be able to trust 

- themselves with: liberty. Somehow Eng- 
lish-speaking countries have found it, That 
some others are finding it is clear, but 
the chief among the nations of the world 
where liberty and freedom are concerned 
are the English-speaking nations. 

‘his difference in stage at which nation- 

al liberty has arrived and this difference

settled problems which face Britain and 

the United States internationally, for they 
are not in the same stage as others. 

There is no sign that the Civilized ‘and

“which lacks appcal and charm and is too 
rough and harsh to indicate that it pos- 
sesses the flexibility necessary to lead the 
nations, 2 

Rather conditions in Germhny would 
even indicate that all is not well with Hit- 
Jerism. The Germany that played a big 
part in world affairs four hundred years 
and more ago did not at all resemble 

“the poor modern counterpart of what 
it once was. Germany was once a leader 
in learning in Western Europe and it can- 
not be that every vestige of the once po- 
tent Germany has been wiped out with 
Kaiserism, the war, the post war-period 
and modernism in the form of Hitlerism, 
-Hitler’s Teutonism has failed to break 
down the churches and it is reported that 
Protestant and Catholic crowds still go to 
worship even in the land Hitler would pa- 
ganize with mythological gods. He has 
tried to crush the Jews and yet Jews have 
never been entirely crushed. Even in Ger- 
many the iron hand is unlikely to remain.

He put Boone's name—though he mis- 
spelled it—among the great names “which 
in our faces stare’ from history's page and 
from the inscriptions on monuments. 
Boone lived a little short of the years 
granted bim by Byron -(who had him 
“hunting up to ninety” and

Not only’ famous, but of that good

Boone was born two hundred 
.. Boone was born two hundred years ago, 
and though his birthday is some month, 
away—in the Autumn when the re 
his birth is at its best—preparatior 
being made for its celebration, especially 
in North Carolina, Kentucky, Virginia, 
Tennessee and Missouri, where -he spent 
his life from early boyhood. But he does 
not belong to those States alone. Back- 
woodsman though he was and close to the 
horders of illiteracy, he has been admitted 
to America’s Hall o: Fame and has be- 
come, as rated in the Dictionary of Amer- 
ican Biography, “one of the most’ respect- 
ed and beloved of American heroes.” 

He has, to be sure, been granted some 
distinctions which do not belong to him. 
He was not the discoverer of Kentucky. 
He was not its first explorer, its first 
settler or its chief military protector, but 
he had ample titles to the fame which is 
his as the “one overshadowing figure of 
the frontier.” One special service was hik 
introduction in the Virginia House of Bur- 
xesses (where he sat 25 a representative 
of the counties of Kentucky) of the first 
bill enacted in America for the conserva- 
tion of forests and game. He pushed on 
Westward when civilization built up to his 
“darling trees.”

“Every sale, loan, gift, barter or ex- 
change of any property, by any lottery, 
ticket, car or other mode -of chance de- 
pending upon dr to be determined by 
chance or Jot, {s void, and all prosperty so 
sold, lent, given, bartered or exchanged, 
shall be‘ forfeited to His Majesty.”

“Every one is guilty-of an indictable of- 
fence who sells, exposes or has in his pos- 
session for sale, or who advertises for sale 
‘any goods or things which have been used, 
reconditioned, rebuilt or remade, and 
which bear the duly registered trade mark 
or the trade name of any other person 
who owns or is entitled to use such trade 
mark pr trade name, unless full disclosure 
is’ made, that such goods or things have. 
been so used, reconditioned, rebuilt or.re- 
made for sale, and that they are not then 
in the condition in which they were origin- 
ally made or produced.”

Tt has happened that precociotis 
ehld has actually been considered 
mentally retarded! Here the mistake 
in Judgment was due to the fact 
that sald children, having become 
Dored with the work, stopped study- 
ing, with the, resulf that tn a few 
months they fell back in thelr class- 
Toom, work and finally could not be 
persuaghd to catch up with the 
rest. 

‘Once I tested a four-year-old who 
measured two hundred per cent 
normAl. His brain was so highly de- 
veloped that he was able to do 
things that ordinarily only twelve- 
year-old children can sccompllsh. 

‘When only elghteen months old, 
‘ne had been able to carry ono 
conversation in sentences. At that 
tender age he could recognize as 
many as twenty-five different songs

Certainly children of such call- 
bre require attention and training!

«, Some’strikes in the past have left a trail 
of suffering and death because strikers and 
employers could find no-better‘way to end 
the impasse than by continuing until one 
gave in, weakened. Meanwhile the work- 
ers suffered, industry suffered, the nation 
suffered and the world suffered. , 
There is a spirit among the people 
which requiring justice will avoid ex- 
tremes. Extremes we have had too much 
of during the past seven or eight years,

Famished rice fields of Wharton and 


/Matagorda cdunties absorbed billions of 
gallons of water today that tumbled 500 


miles down a river bed from Brownwood | 


in its errand of relief. 

Over 334 miles of the largest private 
canal system in the United States the wa- 
ter poured today—laying a six-inch cov- 
eting on rice fields that had been parched 
by a destructive drouth. 

Officials of the Gulf Goast Water Com- 
pany, who made the relief possible by pur- 
chasing the water and conceiving the idea 
of bringing it all the way from Brown- 
wood, estimated it would take fourteen 
days to sufficiently cover the fields. One 
hundred and two farmers of the two 
counties will‘be benefited by the water. 

At least 80 per cent. of the cro 
be saved by the flow of water released 
thirteen days ago at Brownwood. 

Meanwhile, at Brownwood officials 
of the Brown County Water Improvement 
district had day and night crews laboring 
to shut the flood gate at the Brownwood 
dam, which has been open since the wa- 
ter was released at the rate of 310,000 
gallons a minute thirteen days ago. 

Thirty thousand acre feet of water 
streamed through the gate yesterday, but 
14,000 acre feet of it was the second al- 
lotment sent to. Wharton and Matagorda 
counties. ‘There was still 35,000 acre 
feet of water remaining in the lake. It 
would take more than a week. to com-| 
pletely drain the lake, officials said.

y ~ DILLINGER'S END 

John Dililnger, public enemy, has gone 
the way of all flesh which sets itself ip 
against the law. At the age of 32 he has 
died’an outlaw, his hand against society 
and soclety’s hand against his. 

He had nothing more to hope for, He 
could only look to kill as many offici 
and constables as he could before the final 
shot would reach its billet in his body. 
There was no escape from the net he 
spread around himself. 

‘The record of his last months since his 
release from prison a little over a year 
ago has been one of the darkest in the 
crime records of any country. His early 
life gave little indication of a life of crime 
unless there were small things which are 
not mentioned but which may have indi- 
cated a tendency to ruthlessness. He was 
once an amateur ball-player. But ‘that 
like so many other things must have been 
irksome to one of his dispositions. Pos- 
sibly there was Jack of discipline in his 
early life and. when he developed deter- 
mination he may have felt his wit keener 
than that of others who were more suc- 
cessful than he because they were law- 
abiding. However he had hardly reached 
young manhood when he got into trouble 
‘and was sent to penitentiary. At the age 
of twenty-one he went to prison on a long 
term and it may be that the destruction of 
morale and the brooding of those years 
until 1983 when he was released thwarted 
every noble impulse, After his release 
he again became involved after a few short 
weeks and the hectic days which follow- 
ed heralded the bitter end of the course he 
followed. Crime followed crime in a re- 











, cord-breaking sequence until at last he fell. 


Whether there is something wrong with 
the penological systems has to be shown. 
The tragedy of the best young years of his 
life spent in captivity may, have soured 
him, but he should not have yielded. 
When he came out he had either made up 
his mind to go wrong or he had found him- 
self unable to climb to a normal footing. 

His bullet-ended carcer serves as an aw- 
ful example to those who love thrills at all 
costs. Such actions are not to be follow- 
ed by others.

REVOLT SPREADS 


Chancellor Wounded in 
Fighting Inside of 
Chancellery

Vienna, July 25—(AP)—Chan¢éel. 
lor Englebert Dolifuss, the little dic- 
tator who ruled Austria for two 
years, was reported by a police 
commissioner today to have been 
shot and seriously wounded in the 
course of a Naz! “Pulsch” "to cap- 
ture the government of Austria. 

Dollfuss was imprisoned in the 
Federal Chancellery by the Nazis, 
‘The polloe commissioner sald he 
as wounded in fighting which 
went on inside the building. 

‘The loyal Pasclst Helmwehr and 
Federal troops poured into the Ball~ 
thausplatz—the great square tn 
front of the chancellery—as eqn- 
fllcting reports cireulated through- 
out the city. 


Coanter-Coup 


‘The battling Prince Ernst von 
Starhemberg, bead of the Helm= 
wehr and Vice Chanceller of Aus- 
trla escaped from the Nazi captors 
and immediately organized his

zi Yeadera of the troops declaring. 
that Dolifuss and. the other cab- 
inet ministers held captive. must 
de released at once or the army 
‘would: attack: the: Chancellery.

One of the most widely accepted 
stories of how the Nazus captured 
Dollfuss was as follows: He, with 
Emil Fey, Minister of Public Se- 
curity and Minister Karwinsky, 
were captured by the Nazis dis- 
guleed as Helmwehr and army of- 
ficers who forced their way into 
the Chancellor's office. 

Previously 300 similarly disguised 
Nazis had forced their way into 
the Helmwehr barracks in the sev- 
enth district, selzing machine guns, 
rifles, and o large quantity of am~ 
munition. Then the main group 
proceeded to the Chancellery, over- 
powering two sentries who remain- 
ed outside and the 
doors. * 

‘This report further declared that 
the three prisoners were held a3 
hostages on the threats that they 
would be killed if the Helmwehr 
attacked the bullding.

‘The Yukon trail ts only a few 
miles from Brownvale and the only 
‘transportation 1s by boat or aero 
plane. On thelr Journey they view- 
ed the Alberta ‘coal fields, When 
they crossed over Pesce River 
Deidge they vitwed a strange phe- 
nomentn. Beside the river about 40 
feet from shore, was a deep hole 4 
foot wide, where water constantly 
bolled ou, and a blaxe of fire four 
foot high ‘could be seen. This boll- 
ing spring 1s m mixture of gas and 
water and this has been golng on 
constantly, night and day for many 
years. 

‘Crops are good at Brownvale and 
a recent heavy rain has assured the 
farmers of retums for thelr labor. 
‘The wheat fields of one hundred 
and two hundred acres in a field 
are a wonderful sight. 

When crossing the rivers and 
mountains they were travelling over 
bridges 75 or 100 feet above the 
water.
